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The  Cuido  to  tho  County  Archives-  of  Indiana,  of  v.-hich  this  volume  for 

LaWronco  County  constitutes  a  part,  v/as-  prepared  for  tho  prL'.iory  purposo  of 

furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of  tho  oOfamunity 

with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting  the  county  records.  It 

is  also  hoped  tho  information  contained  in  these  volurr.es  mill  encourage  tho 

public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  tetter  measures •    It  is

hoped  tho  information  presented  herein  concerning  the  present  housing  and 
care  of  records  and  accomodations  for  persons,  who  :nay  wish  to  consult 
then,  vrill  prove  to  have  value  for  officials  and  the  general  citizenry. 

Tho  inventory  of  records  xr&a  made  during  tho  period  I  larch  23  to  Juno 
25,  1D3C,  under  supervision  of  S.  J.  Kagan*  Stato  Director r  Robert  I-:iddle, 
District  Supervisory  and  Jolm  ft*  llillipan,  District  Research  Editor.  The 
field  vrorhers  wtirfe  Lester  B.  Cole,  Claude  I.nllott,  and  Vivian  Meredith*  all 
of  Bedford*    Cooperation  vras  riven  by  the  county  and  Works  Progress  Admin- 
istration officials  to  make  this  survey  successful. 

It  is  tho  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture 
of  the  records-  in  bibliographical  fern.    Tho  inventory  is  preceded  with  a 
nuribcr  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts 
forming  the  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are  carried 
in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while  the  departments  are 
arranged  alphabetically,    ".'.here  it  is  applicable  natural  groupings  under  a 
subject  heading  are  icado  within  the  office.    A  cross  reference  ir.de::  following 
tho  inventory  is  intended  to  help  tho  reader  locate  roc ores  with  the  least 
effort. 
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HISTORY 

Lawrence  County,  located  in  tho  southern  pert  of  tho  Ctatc,  is  bounded 
on  tho  north,  by  ^onroo  and  Jackson  Count  ion,  on  tho  oast  by  Jackson  and  '..'a:,h- 
in^ton  Countios,  on  tho  south  by  Orange  County,  and  on  tho  west  by  J'artin  and 
C-reeno  Counties.     It  has  an  area  of  456  squaro  miles. 

The  territory  lyin^  within  tho  boundaries  of  Lawrence  County  -.vas  acquire 
by  the  ITnitod  States  C-o-wernnont  fron  tho  Indians  by  three  treaties  of  cossion 
Tho  first  cossion  of  land,  kr.o-.vn  as  tho  "Vinccnnos  Tract",  v.-as  mado  at  ?ort 
"..'ayne  on  June  7,  180o,  of  v.hich  12,160  acres  vrcre  ir.  Lawrence  Coujvby.    By  a 
second  treaty  concluded  at  C-rouselanc,  near  Vincennos,  on  August  21,  1305, 
9,920  acres  in  tho  southeast  corner  of  the  county  were  ceded  to  tho  govern- 
ment,   ".'.hen  tho  treaty  known  as  "Harrisons*  Purchase"  was  signed  at  Tort  Vfeyn 
on  September  20,  1809,  the  balance  of  tho  lands  v.hich  £0  to  make  up  Lcv.7rer.ce 
County  r^?e  acquired  fron  the  Indians. 

As  regards  Indian  history  Lav/renco  County  is  of  little  importance  It 
never  permanently  occupied  by  tho  red  man,  although  entirely  surrounded  by 
tribal  districts.    Tho  Indians  hunted  and  fished  throughout  the  county,  but 
there  are  no  records,  to  shovr  that  an  Indian  village  fcfcts  over  established. 
^ri  ;inally  tho  Piar-kashaws  claimed  the  lands  conprisirrj  the  county,  but  later 
on  the  Delawaree,  Potawatomis,  and  Shawnees  acquirod  somo  title  to  the  land. 
By  the  time  the  first  -white  settlers  came  here  there  woro  but  few  traces  of 
Indian  life  to  be  found. 

The  first  permanent  settlement  in  Lawrence  County  was  in  what  is  now 
Plinn  T  ov.rml-.in,  sn  the  s:-rbrc::e  eastern  border  of  the  county.    Daniel  "uthrie 
and  his  sons,  and  Jacob  and  V/illiam  Flinn  left  Lee  County,  Virginia  in  L300. 


Thoy  3pont  a  fow  months  in  Kontuoky  whore  thoy  loft  thoir  families,  and  thon 
oar.o  in-oo  Indiana  and  Lawronco  County  in  February,  1310.    Thoy  built  a  block 
houco  whore  tho  town  of*  Leesvillo  no'.:  stands  and  then  roturnod  to  Kentucky  for 
their  families.    Those  two  families  wore  proninont  in  oorly  county  annals,  as 
tho  nanoc  of  tho  townships  in  Lawrence  County  indicate.     In  addition,  C-uthrio 
is  said  to  havo  taken  part  in  its  French  and  Indian  f!aT$  and  to  have  fought 
against  General  Brad dock.    Until  1317  tho  settlers-  in  Pi  inn  Townshin  had  no 
title  to  thoir  land— they  were  squatters.    But  from  that  dato  land  entries  srer 
made  and  tho  tov.-nship  rapidly  settled. 

The  second  settlement  in  the  county  was  made  in  Bono  Township,  not  far 
froa  tho  village  of  Scottvillc.    Poderick  Pawlins  and  his  nephews,  Janes  and 
Joseph,  cane  here  in  the  spring  of  1312.    The  first  land  entry  in  Lawrence 
County  was  mado  in  Bono  Township  by  Yfillion  V.rright,  September  22,  1313.  Samuo 
3rov/n  entered  land  in  1816,  Elisha  Simpson  and  Honry  Fu2*on  in  1317,  and  John 
Hammers  ley,  David  Green,  Conrad  Gras,  and  Yfilliam  Hoggatt  in  1313. 

Guthrie  Township  was  among  the  oarliest  settled  in  tho  county.    The  firs- 
permanent  resident  1MB  James  Connelly,  v.ho  originally  come  from  North  Carolina 
then  lived  for  a  short  time  in  Orange  County,  and  came  to  Lawrcr.co  County  in 
1315.    He  was  followed  the  nerct  year  by  .-jnorose  Carlton  and  his  two  sons,  Them 
and  Pobcrt.    That  year,  Pleasant  and  Ambrose  Parks,  also  from  Perth  Carolina, 
moved  into  Guthrie  Township  after  a  short  stay  in  Bono  Township. 

Lawrence?  County  was  created  by  the  State  Legislature  on  January  7,  1313, 
out  of  lands  which  were  formerly  a  pars  of  Orange  County.    The  boundaries  as 
laid  down  in  tho  act  were:    "Be* inning  at  the  range  lino  dividing  ranges  two 
and  throo  v;est,  at  xhc  centre  of  town  thrM  north,  and  running  thonco  east  to 
the  lino  dividing  the  counties  of  Washington,  Grange,  and  Jaohson,  thenco  ncrt'. 
with  said  lino  to  tho  lino  dividing  townships  six  and  seven  north,  thenco  wost 


vrith  said  lino  (to  tho  lino)  dividing  rur.gos  two  and  throo  v;ost,  thenoe  south 
with  said  range  lino  to  tho  placo  of  beginning."    (Lav:s  of  Indiana,  1217-18, 
(special),  p«  12), 

On  December  31,  1S22,  the  Legislature  attached  part  of  Jackson  County— two 
sections  in  width--to  Lawrence  County.    Tho  act  provided  that  "all  that  part  of 
the  county  of  Jackson,  included  vmthin  the  folloiTin^  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginnii 
at  tho  northvrost  corner  of  section  number  sixteen,  in  ran~e  two  east,  in  to*.vn 
five  north;  thence  east,  -two  "miles,  to  the  norbheast  corner  of  section  number 
fifteen;  theneo  south  to  tho  Drifcv.'ood  Fork  of  White  river;  thence  dorm  said 
river  to  tho  lino  v.-hich  at  present  divides  the  counties  of  Jackson  and  Lav/rence- 
be. ..attached  to  the  county  of  Lav.rencc."    (T^v/s:  of  Indiana,  1322-23,  p.  27). 

Cn  June  S,  1339,  the  Commissioners  of  Lav.rence  County  detached  more  lands 
from  Jackson  aounty  and  fixed  the  boundary  lino  betr/eon  Lav.ronce  and  Jackson 


County  as  f ollov.-s :    'beginning  at  the  Northwest  corner  of

ship  6  :7orth,  Range  2  Last,  thence  due  Last  to  tho  llorthcast  corner  of  Section 
3,  in  Tov.mship  6  llorth,  Range  2  Last,  and  running  thence  directly  South  to 
"Lite  River. "    (Laurence  County  Commissioners 1  Record  L). 

This  ivas  done  under  an  act  passed  in  1857  v.'hich  took  the  authority  from 
the  State  Legislature  to  form  nevr  counties,  and  to  fix  county  boundaries,  and 
aelegaweu  o.iac  ngr.t  to  she  voters  in  the  territory  involvec".    The  constitu- 
tionally of  this  act  v;as  attacked  and  tho  circuit  court  held  that  the  transfer 
vras  void;  but  on  appeal  tho  Supremo  Court  upheld  the  validity  of  the  lav:. 

j.he  Commies  loners  of  tho  nevriy  formed  county— Ambfoso  Carlton,  Thomas 
Leagloy,  and  James  Stotts— mot  at  the  home  of  James  Gregory  on  l!arch  11,  1818, 
to  transact  business.    Another  election  for  tho  offico  of  Clerk  was  ordered 
held  after  John  Lor/rcy  filed  a  protest,  v;hich  rosulted  in  his  election  to  that 
office.    Tho  othor  officers  vrore:    associate  judges,  John  Kilroy  and  William  End, 


Rocordcr,  Robert  C.  Stottsr  Sheriff,  Joseph  Or  over;  Coroner,  Thomas  h'inton; 
and  Surveyor,  Robert  Mitcholl.    At  this  session  Janns  Ccotts,  Jr.,  v/ns 
appointed  County  Lie  tor,  John  Anderson,  Treasurer,  and  Robert  ::.  Carlton, 
County  Agent. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Benjamin  31aolswell,  the  looating  Commissioners  or. 

March  21,  1313,  selected  a  site  on  Yihite  River  for  a  county  seat,  r.hich  v.tls 

named  Palestine;  the  site  v.us  survoyed,  and  lots  vrcro  advertised  for  sale*

Palestine,  although  it  was  located  on  high  ground,  proved  to  bo  an  unhealthy 
tov.n.    The  number  of  deaths  from  malarial  fever  soon  rave  rice  to  a  demand 
that  the  county  scat  bo  relocated,  and  ah  act  appointing  relocation  commissioners 
was  approved  February  9,  1325.    Cn  Larch  9  the  commissioners  reported  that  the 
site  on  v.hich  the  tov/r.  of  Bedford  now  stands  was  selected  for  a  nev/  county  scat. 

The  Circuit  Court  net  for  the  first  tine  on  June  4,  1818,  at  the  hone  of 
John  Gregory,  which  stood  three  miles  east  of  the  present  site  o:"  Bedford. 

The  first  courthouse  in  Palestine  was  built  of  logo  and  -.vac  20  x  24  feet 
in  size.    It  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1313  and  was  used  for  about  two  years. 
In  January, 1SI9,  the  Commiso loners  advertisod  for  bids  on  a  permanent  courthouco 
which  was  to  be  built  of  brick,  45  x  45  feet  in  sice,  and  two  stories  high* 
This  building  was  ready  for  occupancy  in  August,  1322. 

The  removal  of  the  county  seat  to  Bedford  necessitated  the  building  of 
a  temporary  courthouso  similar  to  the  one  used  in  Palestine     In  1331,  the 
county  Board  ashed  for  bids  on  a  courthouse  v;hich  was  completed  in  Ilay,  1G54. 

In  the  summer  of  1869  plans  were  prepared  for  a  new  courthouse.    The  work 
of  construction  was  considerably  delayed  and  the  building  was  not  completed 
until  1C72.    The  structure  is  built  of  Bedford  gray  limestone,  with  a  court 
room  above  and  the  county  offices  on  the  first  floor. 


Thcro  are  nino  townships  in  Lawrenco  County:    Bono,  Guthrie,  Indian 
Creek*  Marion*  Marshall*  Perry,  Pleasant  Pun,  Shovrsv/iole*  and  Spico  Valley, 
The  incorporated  tov/ns  are  Bedfor:,  L'itoholl,  Huron,  and  Oolitic*  The 
county  was  named  in  honor  op  Commodore  Janes  Lawrence,  of  the  Frigate 
Chesapeake,  who  was  hilled  in  the  battle  with  the  Fri3ate  Shannon*

The  county  serves  as  a  unit  for  the  maintenance  of  pcaco  through  U»o 
Sheriff;,  tho  administration  of  justice  through  the  judicial  oircuit;  the 
administration  of  welfare  vrork  through  hospitals,  infirmaries  and  poor  relief 
systoms;  the  administration  of  public  vrorks,  such  as  highv:ays,  buildings, 
and  drainage  systems;  the  imposition  and  collection  of  taxes';  tho  holding 
of  elections;  the  administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  education;  and 
the  enforcement  of  State  laws  and  decrees. 

Yho  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  Lav.rence  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  powers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana  Rev. 
Stat.,  1852,  Ch.  20,  Sec.  1).    A  Board  of  Finance  has  jurisdiction  over 
financial  matters  (Acts  1907;  Bums  61-606  /l231(p).    The  elective  board, 
County  Council  (Acts  1S99,-  Sums  26-502  /56Co/),  has  powers  of  administrative 
character  on  budget  and  tax  levy  matters.    As  a  protection  to  the  taxpayers 
of  tho  county,  the  Board  of  Review  was  established  and  re-established  (Acts 
1391;  Acts  1919,  Bums  64-122  /14205/)  to  review  and  correct  assessmentsr 
and  later  followed  tho  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts  1955; 
Bums  64-304).    Tho  record  of  the  actions  of  tho  latter  board  is  incorporated 
with  tho  records  affected.    In  1956,  tho  General  Assembly  established  tho 
Lav.rence  County  Board  of  Public  Welfare  (Acts  1936,  Special  Session,  Bums 
52-1117)  v.lth  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  a  charitable  character. 
Since  the  above  board  v.ns  established  in  1936,  there  are,  as  yet,  no  records. 

The  constitution  provides  that  tho  State  shall,  from  time  to  tine,  bo 
divided  into-  judicial  circuits  and  a  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  elected 
for  each  circuit  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  7,  Sec.  11).    The  fortieth  circuit, 
Lawroiico  and  Jachson  Countios,  v/as  e-stablishod  in  1911  (Acts  1911,  1923; 
Bums  4-532  /1405/).

the    The*  constitution  dirocts  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  tho  pconlo, 
at  tho  time  of  holding  general  oloctions,  a  ClcrJ:  of  tho  Circuit  Court, 
Auditor,  Recorder,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Cor.ct., 
Art.  J,  Goc.  2);  and  that  such  othor  county  offices,  as  nay  bo  nocossary, 
shall  be  eleotod  and  appointed  in  such  manner  as  r.ay  be  prescribed  by  lavr 
(Indiana  Const,,  Art.  S,  Gee.  3).     In  1390,  tho  Concral  Assembly  proscribed 
the  appointive  office  of  Health  Commissioner  (Acts  1390;  Burns  2C-501  /s&62?) 
to  protoct  and  administer  to  tho  health  of  tho  people  of  Lawrence  County ; 
in  1919,  tho  elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts.  1010;.  Burns  C4-1101  /iC-ZOo/) 
to  supervise  assessment  of  property;  and  in  1923,  the  appointive  office  of 
Agricultural  Agent  (Acts  1923;  Burns  23-4911)  to  farther  agricultural  orbrres 
in  the  county.    The  Surveyor,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  acts  as  Highway  Super- 
visor (Acts  1983;  Burns  30-1110)  to  supervise  construction  and  repair  of 
lav.rer.ee  County  roars. 

Tho  administration  of  education  in  Lawrence  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  and 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts  1339,  1911,  1913,  and  1927;  Burns 
23-702  ^650X7)  • 

Between  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1313  and  tho  Constitution 
of  1351,  practically  no  changes  were  made  in  the  form  of  government  in 
Lavrrence  County.    Following  this  period  to  the  present  time,  changes  rrcre 
mainly  enlargements  of  tho  government,  such  as  creation  of  the  above  offices. 
The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate 
records  as  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  tho  provisions  for  each 
respective  office. 

A3  each  office  iras  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  typo  of 
records  which  should  bo  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular  form  of 


tho  pago.    Lavrronoo  County  7/as  allowed  iter  o-.vn  form  of  accounting  until, 
in  1909,  the  logisluturo  established  tho  Stato  Board  of  Accounts  v.hioh 
formulates,  proscribes,  and  installs  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting 
which  is  uniform  for  every  public  offico  of  tho  some  class  (Acts  iSOOj 
Buros  SC-202  /l23Z'yr).    Under  this  lair,  somo  of  tho  rocords  vxrc  combined 
to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping.    Tho  lavr  also  permits 
the  xxso  of  bound  ioosoleaf  records-  in  almost  all  cases  v/here  tho  records 
arc  typed,    Tho  quality  ,of  tho  papor  and  in!:,  binding  and  robinding  practices 
are  left  to  tho  judgment  of  the  Board  oi?  County  Commissioners,  c::ccpt  that 
a  good  quality  is  ashed. 

V/hcnover  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  tho  records  for 
any  office  of  Lav/ronco  County  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  County  Commiss- 
ioners issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe 
tho  records  for  preservation  (Acts  1877;:  Burns  2G-20-1-  /C09^/),    Such  records 
so  transcribed  have  the  force  and  effect  of  the  original  record  (Acts  1877;. 
Burns  2G-5S5  /60947).

Tho  Lawrence  County  courthouse,  constructed  in  1930,  of  limestone, 
measures  130 «  by  103 «  by  35 »,  allowing  -:GG,G50  cubic  feet  in  space.  Tho 
building  houses  the  offices  of  Agricultural  Agent,  Assoc cor,  Auditor, 
Highway  Supervisor,  Recorder,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Surveyor,  and 
Treasurer  on  the  first  floor;:  Clerk,  Commissioners,  Health  Commissioner, 
and  Sheriff  on  the  second  floor;  and  a  record  roon  in  the  basement •  It 
is  100;*  i ircprooj. ,  and  housos  all  public  records  in  fireproof  vaults* 
The  courthouse  is  owned  by  Lawrence  County,  and  at  -she  present  tine  is 
under  an  indebtedness  which  is  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  010,000  per  year. 

Tho  Agricultural  Agent*s  bureau,  located  in  the  southeast  corner  of  tho 
first  floor,  comprises  a  main  and  private  office.    The  xaain  office  measures 
16 ■  by  14 1  by  13*,  with  three  doors  7*  by  3*,  and  one  window  7-V  by  4r. 
The  floor  is  concrete,  covered  with  linoleum,  coiling  and  walls,  plaster, 
all  in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  are  rood, 
temperature  normal,  and  it  is  clean  and  dry.    Filing  cabinets  provide  41  of 
boxes  24"  deep,  containing  unbound  materials.    It  is  not  crowded,  allowing 
plenty  of  room  for  expansion*    Three  tables,  and  ei^ht  chairs  afford  good 
accommodations  to  users.
